a negro trusty accidentally shot and 
killed, and a pedestrian almost a block 
from the jail wounded in the left arm 
at 9:15 o’clock this morning when a 
group of 15 prisoners made an or- 
ganized attempt to escape from the 
Dade county jail during the breakfast 
hour. 

The escape was frustrated when the 
15 men were met by a volley of bul- 
lets fired from shot guns and revolvers 
by deputy sheriffs as they emerged 
from the jail door. In anticipation 
of the attempted escape, the armed 
deputies, headed by Sheriff Henry R. 


. Chase, placed themselves at rarious; 


vantage points in the jail yard and 
fired as the men broke from the door. 
Negro Trusty Killed. 

Ollie Moore, negro trusty, was shot 
and killed.

Westbury, formerly of 515 
Liberty street, Savannah, Ga., wound- 
ed in the abdomen and chest above 
the heart and left side, condition crit- 
ical.

MORE POWERFUL DERRICK RUSHED TO S-51 


For Rescuing Submarine Crew 


BY UNITED NEWS. 

On Board Coast Guard Patrol Boat 
290, New London, September 27.— 
Straining to their every seam, two 
brave little tugs are plowing through 
the waters of Long Island sound, 
lugging in their wake the ponderous, 
but powerful submarine derrick Mon- 
arch and the last faint chance of res- 
cuing alive some of the 34 men im- 
prisoned in the sunken hull of the 
submarine 8-51. 

Fate struck a hard blow at this 
glimmer of a chance Sunday night 
when a line caught in the rudder of 


the Sagamore, one of the tugs, and 
delayed for three hours and a half at 
a point about 100 miles from the spot 
where the submarine went down Fri- 
day night, after being rammed by the 
tity of Rome. The Monarch cannot 
now arrive before 4:30 o’clock in the 
morning at the earliest. 

The Monarch has a lifting strength 
of 200 tons, twice that of the Mer- 
ritt-Chapman derrick now at _ the 
scene, which failed late Sunday night 
in a final atempt to lift the stern 
of the S-51 from her ocean bed 138 
feet down, so that a hole might be 
burned through to the men within. It 
is this task that the Monarch must 
accomplish. Work remains at a 
standstill until she arrives, when 
eo derricks will be attached to the 
1u 

News of the latest setbacks in the 
heartbreaking attempt to salvage the 
submarine and any human life there 
may be in her was dispatched at once 
to the navy department at Washing- 


ton by Admiral Christy, who is in 
charge of operations. 

But the Monarch is not expected to 
get into action until well after dawn. 
There has been no indication what- 
ever that any of the 34 men who went 
down Friday night are alive, and the 
work of rescue has been so long de- 
layed that no one really holds out 
any |:pe for the survival of a single 
man. At the most, it was said Sun- 
day, no more than six could have sur- 


vived, and this number was only a 
theoretical possibility late Sunday 


night. 

Admiral Christy, aboard the U. S 
S. Camden, a kind man, whose heart 
is touched by the tragedy which prob- 
ably has taken 34 men to their deaths, 
is hoping that some of the men may 
still be taken out alive from the S-51’s 
steel frame. 

Recalls Rodgers’ Case. 

Christy reealled tonight the sup- 
posed fate of Commander John 
Rodgers of the naval seaplane PN-9 
No. 1, admitting that he was’ one of 
Rodgers’ naval comrades who had sur- 
rendered hope “only to have a miracle 
happen.” 

Now, apparently, he thinks some 
miracle may yet bring some men out 
alive from what most naval men both 
offshore and in the old whaling port 
of New London believe are but grim, 
metallic caskets. 

But rising above the hopes of the 
admiral, whose face showed the ef- 
fects of mingled strain and sympathy,

DISOBEYED ORDER 
IS CAUSE OF CRASH 


Engines Virtually De- 
molished, While Several 
Cars Are Reduced to 
Splinters. 


Thomasville, Ga., September 27.— 
(?)—Four were killed and 35 injured 
in a wreck on the Atlantic Coast Line 
six miles from Thomasville this after- 
noon, when two passenger trains met 
head-on one mile east of a flag sta- 
tion called Newark. The eastbound 
train overlooked meeting orders at 
Newark. 

Engineer H. A. McGee, of the east- 
bound train, was fatally injured, dy- 
ing a short time after he arrived at 
the hospital here. A. L. Dedge, of 
Waycross, Ca., baggagemaster on the 
eastbound train, was almost instant- 
ly killed. Dan Williams, negro por- 
ter, and an unknown negro on the 
westbound train were dead when 
found. 

Ran Mile Past Station. 

Eastbound train was an hour late 
and had meeting orders at Newark. 
It went by about a mile before the 
crash came. The front part of the 
westbound train was practically re- 
duced to splinters, while the baggage 
car telescoped the coach in which the 
negro passengers were riding. East- 
bound train had steel passenger cars, 
and this is believed to have lessened 
the injuries to the passengers in the 
rear coaches. 

The rear passenger coach of the 
westbound train remained on the track 
as did the two passenger and Pull- 
man coaches of the other train. The 
engines were a tangled mass of wreck- 
age on both sides of the 10-foot em- 
bankment, while the baggage and mail 
cars were-practically destroyed by the 


impact. 
Dangerously Injured. 

Sumpter B. Parker, of Waycross, 
engineer of the westbound train, suf- 
fered injuries to the head, which are 
consideted dangerous. Conductor R. 
B. BaHard, of Waycross, one of the 
oldest men on the road in point of 
service, suffered a compound frac- 
ture of the leg and is in a serious 
condition. He is at a local hospital.

EXPANDED AIR SERVICE 
WOULD COST $79,000,000 

Washington, September 27.—(4)— 
Disclosure to the president’s air board 
by war department witnesses that the 
approved project for expansion of the 
army air service would cost approxi- 
mately $79,000.000 a year for the first 
10 years, and $60,000,000 a year there- 
after to maintain a peace time fleet of 
2.500 planes and other auxiliary craft 
served today to bring to light that this 
is only one of nearly a score of simi- 
lar projects now under study at the 
department. 

Some of these, which are regarded 
as even more urgent from a national 
viewpoint than immediate air service 
expansion, involve almost equally as 
large expenditures in addition to pres- 
ent army budget figures. There is 
much speculation at the department 
as to whether the president’s air board 
will not find it necessary to weigh 
these and similar non-air service de- 
partments of the navy to some extent 
before its recommendation for aviation 
can be formulated. 

Founded On Patrick Proposals. 

The army extension project, known 
es the Lassiter board report, or 
“project No. 4” in staff circles, is 
founded on proposals submitted by 
Major General Mason M. Patrick, 
chief of the air service, to Secretary 
Weeks two years ago, and referred to 
the board headed by Major General 
William Lassiter. then on the gen- 
eral staff for findings. It involves a 
material and personnel expansion pro- 
gram covering ten years to reach a 
peace strength of 4,000 officers and 
25,000 men operating 2,500 planes. 
The only cost item dealt with by the 
board was its recommendation for a 

25,000,000 annual appropriation for 
new planes and operations. 

Subsequent full cost siudies pre- 
sented to the air board by Brigadier 
General Hugh Drum of the general 
staff, fixed the annual expenditure re- 
quired each year for the first 10 years 
as around $79.000.000 and the con- 
tinuing cost of upkeep thereafter at 
$60,000,000.

General staff studies have been in 
progress all year in an effort to round 


the air service and other similar major 


projects into an adequate program ir- 
volving reasonable costs for the grad- 
ual development of national defense 
plans under the act of 1920. An ele- 
ment of the study is the determination 
of priority to be given each project as 
it tomches on urgent necessities for na- 
tional security. 

The ammunition reserve project is 
among the major needs which the de- 
partment is trying to reconcile into a 
program to be laid before congress. 
The war stock now on hand is seven 
years old and the life of artillery am- 
munition is 20 years and that of small 
arm cartridges 10 years. 

Another major project is the army 
housing ptoblem, already before con- 
gress, with a ten-year building pro- 
gram urged by Secretary Weeks, the 
total cost to be $113,000,000. 

Resentment Aroused. 

General Patrick’s assertion to the 
air board that the air service had been 
treated like a “step child” has aroused 
considerable resentment among his col- 
leagues in other branches of the army. 

Army appropriations as a _ whole 
went down last year nearly 5 per cent 
from the year before, while the air 
service proportion went up nearly 11 
per cent the cost of other branchbts 
is cited by these officers as disproof 
of the charge. It is also recalled that 
Secretary Weeks personally assumed 
responsibility a year ago in asking the 
budget burezu for supplemental air 
service appropriations of $8,000,000, 
making a total of $21,000,000 for that 
branch. Budget requirements elimi- 
nated the $8,000,000 and substituted 
authority to contract for $2,150,000 in 
new planes which has been done. The 
bill will have to be paid in an army 
budget now being framed.

CUT BY DROUTH 
IN BARROW COUNTY 


Winder, Ga., September 27.—(Spe- 
cial.)—J. T. Pitman, county agent for 
Barrow county is urging’a!ll farmers to 
plow up their cotton stalks as soon 
as the cotton is out and the ground 
is wet enough to run a plow. He is 
urging this in order to destroy the 
plants so that the boll weevil will not 
have a breeding place during the fall. 

There are scarcely auy weevils to 
be found now and with the destrue- 
tion of the cotton stalks, there will 
be very few weevils carried over for 
next year. Another reason he gives 
fer destroying the plants now is that 
practically none of the guano put un- 
der eotton this year has been taken 
up by the plant on aecount of the in- 
tense drouth: and that with a seasen 
of wet weather now the stalks will 
taking up what 
fertilizer is in the ground and making 
a fine feeding and breeding place for 
ate weevils. 

Most cotton in this county has had 
but one rain since it was planted, and 
is very small. The average yield for 
the county will be about one and a

Reports of the steel trade reviews 
that the industry has engaged in con- 
solidating its late summer gains rath- 
er than specding up its producing 
activities were mildly disappointing 
in view of the steady expansion which 
has recently taken place. The gen- 
eral situation, however, was regarded 
favorably and another advance in pig 
iron prices indicated a wider demand 
for these products. 

In summarizing the general busi- 
ness situation, Dun’s review reported 
that “demands in the aggregate were 
notably large, but buyers, although 
in some cases extending their forward 
commitments, continued to operate 
conservatively and to avoid excessive 
accumulations of goods. As a result 
of this mm which long has been 
adhered to, business is insa sound 
position and gives promise of further 
ay ag tage!
